TWO-CENT ACT 


To Be Given a Three Months' Trial By 


Railroads In Missouri. 


Kansas City, Mo.. June IS.—The Mis- 


souri two-cent passenger fare act •will 
go into effect at 6 a. m. on Wednesday 
and will be given a three months' 
trial. If at the end of that time it is 
found to be unremunerative its en- 
forcement can then be fought in the 
courts by the railroads. The state of- 
ficials are temporarily enjoined from 
enforcing the maximum freight rate 
law, and this case will be argued later 
in the federal court. Jodge Smith Mc- 
Pherson in the United States district 
court here, after handing down aa 
opinion maintaining the court's juris- 
diction in the premises, ordered the 
promulgation of the above stated facts 
which had been agreed to by the at- 
torneys for the state and the IS Mis 
sotiri railroads involved.
